a Declining enrollment for Boyne City schools 
could cause budget problems in the future 


With preliminary enrollment num- 
bers coming in at just over 1,240 stu- 
dents K-12, a decline from last fall 
and far below those numbers pro- 
jected just a few

Last week, the East Jordan City 
Commission approved a motion to 
return the city’s fire department to a 
volunteer system from the current 
system in which firefighters are con- 
sidered employees of the city. 

The move, which passed with a 4- 
1 vote, resulted from a recommenda- 
tion made by city administrator David 
White that the commissioners con- 
sider reinstating a volunteer status for 
firefighters. 

Commissioner Shane Williams cast 
the one dissenting vote, citing con- 
tinuing accountability issues, though 
the measure means that he wil! be able 
to return to service in the department 
as a volunteer (Williams became in- 
active in the department after the city 
ruled that a commissioner could not 
be a city employee). Oo 

The recommendation came, White 
said later, after some research into the 
possibility, which included talking to 
community members, firefighters, 
and fire chief Glen Thorman. White 
also looked at other departments in 
the area and around the state, as well 
as “the history of the [East Jordan] 
department.” 

“The general consensus,” he said, 
“was that East Jordan[‘s fire depart- 
ment] should be volunteer.” 

Volunteer firefighters are compen- 
sated for their service on a per run 


basis, as opposed to an hourly rate as _ 


city employees. 

Firefighters will elect officers, in- 
cluding a fire chief subject to White’s 
approval. Under the recent city em- 
ployee system, the position of fire 
chief was appointed solely by White. 

Current fire chief Glen Thorman 
supports the move. 

“We're hoping with bringing back 
the firemen’s control of the depart- 
ment, we'll bring back more of the

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Renovations and repairs still

This letter is an update on the completion of the 
bandshell in Veterans Park and response to a letter I re- 
ceived from Tim O'Leary at City Hall. 

First of all 1 would like to point out how many compli- 
ments the bandshell has received by locals and visitors 
alike. I can think of several times when 1 was planting or 
trying to keep up with the weed population (impossible'), 
there would be visitors commenting on how great things 
looked and how lucky Boyne City was to have an open 
space fike this to enjoy. With the increased use of the 
bandshell over the past summer I can only expect that its 
use will double next summer (Did anyone see the Cuttime 
Players, part of the Detroit Symphony Orchestra? What a 
treat!). 

Now in response to Mr. O’Leary’s letter, which I might 
add was incredibly rude and unprofessional, he describes 
the City's patience for the bandshelt’s completion (which 
I do appreciate) and the items that remain incomplete: l.

Web calls for 
cautious driving

Computers are a mixed blessing. They are wonderful time-saving de- 
vices that make our jobs and personal lives ever so much easier and more 
efficient, At least they are IF they are working correctly, and IF we have 
taken the time to learn how to operate them and their various software

information about interesting and useful web sites, search engines, search 
strategies, and books on the Internet and computer use in general. Be- 
cause of budget constraints and the rapidly changing nature of the indus- 
try, we cannot have “how-to” books for every software program. But 
whether you are a computer novice or an experienced geek, there is al- 


One thing we are all learning is there is a lot of information on the 
internet. What we don’t know, without sometimes long and painful trial 
and error, is what information is “good” information and what is gar- 
bage. Good information is accurate, up-to-date, and reliable. Garbage, in 
. the sense of useful information, is opinion, conjecture, and thinly dis- 
guised prejudices. There are a lot of simply fun Internet sites, such as 
puzziemaker.com or Lego.com, and J enjoy those as much as anyone. 
There are also disgusting, and in my mind, dangerous internet sites. 

At the library, we take our responsibility to protect minors from mate- 
rial which is considered harmful very seriously. PA 212 requires us to 
protect minors, but it does not give us a clear method for doing so. We 
could use filters, but for many reasons have decided not to take that route 
just now. Filters have to be much improved before we will feel comfort- 
able using them. Our method is much simpler, although like any system, 
not foolproof. We cannot act as parents, all we can do is enforce our 


The only way to make certain your child is safe while using the Internet, 
and is not visiting sites YOU consider inappropriate, is to sit with your 
child and use the Internet together. If that is not practical or possible, at 
the very least teach them the “rules of the road” before letting them loose 
on the information highway._No reasonable parent, or government for 
that matter, would let a child drive a car without extensive training, prac- 
tice, and testing. I know cruising the Internet is not the same as cruising 
on the road, but I like the metaphor, and the world wide web can be just 
as dangerous as any highway to an inexperienced driver. Just like the rest 
of the world, it’s an ever-changing, ever-interesting, beautiful place, with 
some very real dangers. Please drive safely.

pation. Upon hearing of the project, 
Dee Hawkins at Valley Graphics hap- 
pily agreed to donate the printed flags, 
more than 3,000 of them, which are 
lined in either black or gold (black for 
$1, gold for $5 or more) and are ac- 
companied by the phrase “United We 
Stand.” 

LeDuc then got to work soliciting 
area businesses for their participation, 
in conjunction with a letter sent by 
Meads explaining the project. Most. 


however, didn’t know about the ef- 
fort until LeDuc walked through the 
door. “All the businesses were won- 
derful,”* she said, “Nobody had a 
heads up. They were so receptive.” 

All proceeds from the fund-raiser 
will be donated to the Salvation Army 
which, said LeDuc, gives 100 percent 
of funds received directly to disaster 
victims, without charging any admin- 
istrative fees. 

All East Jordan businesses are en-

written out to the Salvation Army, and 
all donations are a tax deduction for 
the donor. The effort will run through 
Oct. 19, after which time a member 
of the Lioness club, with identifica- 
tion, will pick up monies collected.

On the brink of perfection 


With only two games remaining in the regular season, the Boyne City 
Ramblers stand on the brink of perfection. 

After routing Harbor Springs Friday night 49-20, two obstacles stand 
between Boyne City and a perfect 9-0 season and a Lake Michigan Confer- 
ence title: Charlevoix and Traverse City St. Francis. 

This Friday the Ramblers travel to Charlevoix. Whenever the two teams 
meet, it’s a big game, but this year “huge” is a better description. 

While Charlevoix has two losses this season, they are perfect in the 
conference and tied with Boyne for the top spot.
